FOUR O8ILDREN SUFFOUATED. 
ae , “INQUEST, 

An inquest was held at the Government 
Civil ‘Hospital this afternoon: before the Co- 
roner, O, V. Creagh, Esq, ; aud the follow- 
ing gentlemen aaa jury ; viz, Meaers E, 
Goorg, J. P. Lombke, and M, 0..J3. Grote, 
on the bodies of four Chinese: children, 
named Mak Kum Man, Mak Loong Kow, 
Cheung Akow and Lee Yow Sing. 


Mok Akee, master of a chandlex’s. shop 
at Tai Kok Tsui and residing with his 
family at Tsung Sau Lane,’ East, Queen’a 
Road, Weat, stated that on the 17th instant, 
ho was in tho house, about noon, and saw a 
great deal of smoke coming up from the 
cook-house, The ground floor had been 
vacant for about two. months ; several fami- 
lies live on the firat floor. - On looking 
down the smoke-hole he perceived that the 
smoke came from a large fire on the ground 
floor. He went down to the atrect and 
saw the street door locked with a padlook 
on the outside ax usual. He told the 
watchman what he had seen and asked who 
waain the lower floor, The watchman took 
him toa neighbouring hous, where he 
found Pang Atung, a, shopkeeper, who 
opened the door of the house. On going 
inafde he saw a large fire on the floor near 
the cook-room, He saw four large jars, 
two on the fire and two standing 
near the fire, with a pipe connecting 
those on the fire with the others. The 
jars on the fire contained , quicksilver ; 
all four jors.were closed with stoppers. He 
heard the man Fang stung say that the 
jars contained quicksilver. tie complained 
about the smoke and smell being injurious 
to health, but the master said>‘* Uh, no.” 
Witness then opened ‘the door to let out 
the emoke, There was no smoke in the 
room, but a whitish vapour was rising from 
the jar on the fire: ‘The charcoal fire was 
atill burning. Witness went upstairs, and 
on looking out of the window saw Pang 
Atung shut the door. ('n being asked why 
he did so, he answered he was afraid that 
if he left the door open: the Inapector of 
Nuisances might sammons him. Witnesa 
‘went out about 2 pm., and on returning 
about 4 o’clook he saw his wife carrying 
two: of the children, Mak Loong 
Kow, aged 6 years, and Mak Kum 
Man, aged 4 years, both boys, and 
e-mplained that they were very sick 
on account of the smoke. He went to 
Pang Atung end told him that the smoke 
was making people sick, and asked him if 
he knew the cure for this slokness. He 
said [t was nothing and recommended that 
gingor should be boiled in vinegar and 
eaten by the children, and said that would 
make them all right All the other in- 
mates were also ill, and witness shortly 
afttrwards began to feel sick too. Next 
day he felt much better but not quite well, 
He made enquiries, but everybody seemed 
to thinl there was no-dangér. On the 
evening of the 18th instant, every one 
scemed again to be sick, Yesterday 
morning-he found his younger son dying, 
and went to the Central Station and 
made a report. Tho Inspector there ad- 
vised him to go to the Police Coort 
on Monday and take ont a summons 
against Pang Atung. When be came baok 
ha found the youngest child dead, On 
going ag.in to the Central. Station he was 
referred to the 8yingpoon Station, and on 
returning home found Inspector Thomson 
already there. His child was taken to 
Pang Atuny’s shop by his wife to try to 
save it. ~ He did not again see Pang Atung, 
Tho steward of. the Government Hospital 
came in. and recommended that the white 
of-an-egg should be given to. the othe 
children. He then ~ took the other 
1, to Tai Kok Taui:-' This child died 
ay 9.

KIDNAPPING A BY, 

Tang Atim was charge! on the following 
three. counts; (1) unlawfully taking away 
a boy under the age of 14 yeas with intent 
to deprive the father of the boy of his pos- 
session ; (2) unlawfully taking away the 
same. boy with intent to sell. him; (8) 
unlawfully taking away the same boy with 
intent to proctre a ransom for hia libera- 
tion, 

‘He pleaded not guilty, and the following 
jury was then empannelled to héar the 
case :—Mesars J. V. de Jesus, . F. Bar- 
retto, W. B. Spratt, K, M. Ross, J. Keat- 
ing, W. Dunman and J. Sier. ‘ 

The Acting Attorney General, {fon. J. 
Russell) prosecuted and opened the case to 
the Jury. After explaining the’ various 
charges ‘as given above he said the defend- 


‘ant had been staying with the father of the 


child, and had, being out of. work, been for 
some time supported by him. The father 
of the child, on the morning of the 22nd 
September, wont to his work, leaving the 
defendant in chatge of this and other 
children, - The mother of the children was 
desd-and the father had to leave them in 
some one’s care every day when he went to 
work, The prisonerin the course of the 
day. took this child out and went toa house 
vy here theré were some women, and appar- 
ently offered it for sale; for one of the 
women who had ‘seen the child before with 
its father when he was begging, to which 
he had occasionally to resort, identified the 
child, and the prisoner thereupon made off 
He went. back to the father of the ohi!d aud 
told him-the child was lost. In his 
atatement before,the Magistrate, which 
would be put in, the prisoner said he did it 


.to get the father to give him some money. 


The child was.recovered by means of the 
woman who recognised it when the prisonér 
offered it for sale, ‘The case was a particu- 
Ierly heartless one, the prisoner having 
been housed and fed for some time by the 
mike whom he sought to deprive of his 
child. 

Tho same evidence ay was heard in the 
Police Court and reported in our columns 
at the time was now adduced, and the 
prisoner’s statement put in. In his so- 
called defence, made at the Police Court, 
the defendant had said that he did not 
steal the child to soll; he only took it away 
so as to mako the father give him some 
money to buy food. 

His Lordship in summing up said it was 
for the Jury to consider whether his own 
statement did not of itself prove him guilty 
under the third cherge,. His Lordship 


reviewed tho ovidence «pplyiny to the three. 


charges, and the Jury, without retiring, 
returned & unavimons verdict of guilty on 
all three. counts. : 

Bis Lordship said he did not wish to 
sontence this prisoner now. This waa an 
occasion on which he must be exceedingly 
thoughtful as to what sentence he should 
pass and as to what remarks he made with 
regard'to this case. Jt was very curious, 
but so it was, and in this Colony it had been 


remarkably ‘so, that there seemed to be’ 


regular tides of crime, In this Colony there 
had always been tides of crime. There 
was at one time a tide of burglaries ; then 
a tide of ring snatching from women’s eats 
with violence; then a tide of ‘attacks for 
purposes of robbery with great violence 
such as created a great noise when he (the 
Chivf Justice) was absent from the Colony;

DETATNING A YOUNG GIRL,

make such a statement as this when you 
know it is not trye!” they simply.said,— 
“7 was taught to say 50,” 

His Lordship quite concurred ; it had 
grown out of the Uninese system in these 
matters : 

The only other witnosses were the father 
and mother of the child, (the former a 
fortune-teller and letter-writer) ; Inspector 
Thomson, who proved the death of the 
other woman originally charged In the 
fame-cass ; and the Interpreter, who gave 
the conversation when the prisoner was firas

- The pelsoner saic ~The uncle of the 
child brought her to me and told me to go 
to a salt-water, girl (ooat woman) and ask 
her if she wanted to adopt a child asa 
daughter. The woman agreed to take the 
child and pay $60. 1 lelt the child. Noxt 
morning the buatwoman came to my house 
and Said.the father of the child bad been 
to her house wih another peraon to 
demand the child; what waa to. be 
|dune. to I toox the child to the street ; 
she was crying. As we were turning 
the corner of the street the muther 
came up, accompanied by two, uncles, 
of these uncles waa the father of the child 
(sic). ne elder of the uucles knocked mv 
in the side. They took the child_away by 
force. 1 went and told the boatwoman 
that they hai taken away the child, 
She said.—‘ Nener mind. I dou’t want 
the child. I don’t want the money.” I 
had got the money from the sister-in-law of 
the boatwoman, $60, and paid it over to 
the father of the child on the evenicg of 
the 16th September in his own house, 1 
paid him all the $50.° He promised to give: 
me $2, but did not do so. ‘Lhe unicle tuld 
me to run away after this, That same 
ni ht I went with the boatwoman to the 
P.lice Station. ‘ 

His Lordsnip in symming up said it was 
-quite probable that the distunt re:ative’ 
or olansman referred to «8 the uncle was 
the prime mover in the matter te 
saw it in this Court over and over again, 
that it was the poor relatives or han_ers-on 
of the family who dep ived the parents of 
their child, in: this way sb wiug their 
gratitnde for the hospitality which to their 
oredit the Chinese are so ready to show 
to their ‘relatives or clansmen when they 
were in destitute. circumatances, © His 
Lordahip also tuld the Jury that if the fa- 
ther had told this woman to sell the child 
and she did so. it waa equally an «ff snce, 
not only against the law of England, but 
againat the very words of this section under 
which she was charged. The Law of Hag- 
land recognised no right on the part of any 
father to sell or to authorise the -eale of his- 
child, The sate: must have been against 
the will of the child, even had she not told | 
them in the box that she did not want to 
be Bold, becauge at the age of 11 wchild 
was not cspa.le of giving. consent. The 
woman was guilty on her own confession of 
detaining the child with intent to sell her, 


and did in fact soll her ; the second count, |- 


that concerning the deprivation of the fa- 
ther of the custody of the child, he “would 
not trouble the Jury to consider. 

The Jury, without leaving the box, found 
tke prisoner guilty on the first count, and 
his Lordship said he would in this case alao 
reserve sentence. ‘

40,100, part of two lonna negotiated 
in November aud December lust on bebalf 
of the New Fleming 3. and W. Company 
from Dr, Sidney mith and the Bunk of 
Bombay. ‘The speciul jury empannelled to 
try the cise consisted of seven Kuropean 
gentlemen, one Mahomedan and one Hindu, 
Mr J..N. Graham occupied the poat of fore. 
meu. ‘The Advocate General, who con- 
ducted the proseention on behalf of Gov- 


erument, opened the case with a very lucid: 


statement of tho facts;which; though two 
sums only are directly concerned, are some- 
what complicuted; and afterwards evidence, 
much the same nas that given before the 
committing magistrate a month or two aga, 
was tuken.
